tthe Asiatic Sows A Agency states that 

Zeneral Li Tso-chang; Civil Governor of 
Honan, in a memorial to the Government 
on the necessity of'preserving the ancien’ 
historiéa! relics of Chinn, says that, 
during’ recent years, many foreigners and 
Chinese bave visited Lungmen, Mientze 
and other cities for the sole purpose of 
exploiting or excavating ancient articles 
for various Governmént museums or for 
abroad, and 
Senerally carried 
away invaluable aacient relics of China 
without the permission of the Chinese 
authorities. General Li urges that unless 
drastic mensures are devised for the pre- 
servation of China's historical articles, 
all ancient® relies will find their way to 
forcign countries, to the great detriment 
of Chinese civilisation und culture. —" 

In cansequence of this memorial, the 
Home Ministry has now ‘promalgated “ten 
regulations. governing the visiting of for- 
cigners and natives"to places of ancient 
historical importance, and, all Civil 
have been - instructed ‘to 
observe them witout indulgence.” *In 
future, no? foreigner or Chinese will be 
permitted to visit Lungmen' and other 
cities of ancient historical, fame without 
the previous sanction of the Neiwupu or 
the Civil Governor of the provinee con- 
cerned, and no visitor, expecially a 
foreigner, will be permitted to take away 
apy ancient relics discovered by explora-, 
tion or excavation, either’ on behalf ot 
foreign ' muscums or private collectors.

1A wireless message from the Canadian 
trawler Thiepeal, in which Squadron 
Leader’ MacLaren and his mechanic 
Plendérleith and Colonel Broome were 
travelling to Dutch Harbour, gave the }- 
following details of the accident “which

“ After leaving Petropavlovak we en- 
countered a densa fog: two-thirds of, the 
way to Behring Island, and we were 
forced to fly low: owing tothe poor 
visibility. Only a part of the right wing 
of the aeroplane resid be seen ats this

“The: frst fog we encountered was at 
an altitude of 3,000 feet after passing an 
from. 
Siberia, but there was clear visibility 
until we gob"abott two-thirds of the way 
across the 119‘mile-atretch of open water 
to Bebring Island. Tho fog then became 


fsolid, and Plenderleith, who was pilot. 


ing, descended -until we were a, hundred 
feet over the water before we could see 
our way. * 

“After going another mile ehoouek 
the fogbank we dropped to the surface 
of the. sea with “4 twenty-; miles-on- hour 
wind blowing on our port “side, ‘The 
‘plane was travelling a hundred miles 
an-hour, and nt a hundred feet above the 
ocean visibility was a hundred yards. 
Despite the dense fog wheih almost. blind- 
ed him, Plenderleith ‘swerved the plane 
and avoided by a margin of two fect 
an island which disappeared from view 
‘a few seconds later. “ 

‘Judging from the time we were in 
the air and the distance we were sup- 
posed to have travelled, there was » dan-, 
ger of our dashing against the cliffs of 
Behring Island. The’ visibility was now 
nil, so we decided to make a foreed 
landing. Plenderleith hit the ocvan 
along o swell.

Other’ bandits, fearing treachery or pre- 
ferring to ‘lead the wild life of the hills, 
refused to join, and merely. withdrew 
their headquarters from Paotzuku to 
mountuizs some miles further back, in the 
range. Sun Mei-yao, the leader of the 
combined - gangs, of | 2,000 bandits, was 
made brigadier-general in. the army, “and 
to him fell the task of keeping the dis- 
trict clean from robbers. According. to 
foreign reports he was. fairly successful 
his former associates 
kept clear of Lincheng and. the district. 
Then,. after come months had passed. and 
the suspicious of the former bandits bad 
been lulled, Sun’ Mei-yao was shot for on 
lee mutiny of" his troops, and -a 
simular fate subsequently was meted out 
to all.the chaefs and sub-chiefa who had 
joined, the army. .
